. White House To Mix D. C. Fire Department 


The White House will move to abolish Washing- 
ton’s Jim Crow fire department and ban discrimina- 
tion in the city’s hotels soon after Congress adjourns, 
JET learned. 

The action will be carried out through two execu- 
tive orders, now being readied at the White House, 
which will be announced by the district commission- 
ers. A White House source revealed the move is the 
mopping-up against the two major obstacles to 
President Eisenhower’s program to “end segregation 
in the nation’s capital.” 

Republican leaders said privately that the issuing 
of the orders will be timed to cause the least resist- 
ance from southern congressmen, who in the past 
have objected to such changes. In 1951, Rep. James 
C. Davis (D., Ga.) introduced a bill in Congress to 
block a Truman move to integrate the fire depart- 
ment. Hearings on the bill were cancelled when D. C. 
commissioners agreed not to carry out the proposal. 
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White firemen, violently opposed to mixing of the 150 
Negro firefighters, even threatened to call a strike. Eisen- 
hower has met similar opposition. 

Although several of the larger hotels have changed 
their policy and admitted Negroes as guests, the majority 
of the hotel owners still refuse to accommodate Negroes, 
JET learned. White House overtures to the hotel asso- 
ciation have failed. 


NAACP Asks Order Banning Train Jim Crow 


The NAACP urged the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to issue a blanket regulation forbidding segrega- 
tion on all interstate trains. At hearings before the 
commission in Washington, D. C., NAACP witnesses tes- 
tified about Jim Crow conditions on 11 major railroads 
serving the South. Fisk University professor Dr. Herman 
Long, who conducted a 1952 survey on 19 railroads with 
mixed teams, said Jim Crow was carried out through 
cards, directions by porters and manipulations of seat 
reservations. 


New York Legion Urges Bias End In 40 & 8 


The New York state department of the American Le- 
gion passed a resolution calling for an end to racial 
discrimination in the Society of Forty-and-Eight, its fun- 
making affiliate. The resolution called the body’s constitu- 
tion clause which bars Negro membership “un-American.” 





Texas Sisters Contest Brother’s Lily-White Will 

The will of an Austin, Texas, millionaire, who set 
up a $3 million loan fund for white students to 
attend state schools which bar Negroes was chal- 
lenged in Federal court on grounds it was unen- 
forceable because of discrimination. Two sisters of 
the late Franklin Lindsey claimed the will was in- 
valid because there are “no state universities in 
which qualified Negro students may not enter.” The 








sisters contend they are entitled to the estate. 
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Airman’s Pregnant Wife Beaten At Ala. Bus Stop 

In Selma, Alabama, a pregnant Craig Air Force Base 
airman’s wife was beaten unconscious with a night stick 
by a policeman when she refused to move from a 
sidewalk in front of a white bus loading section. Mrs. 
Sadie Mae Fisher charged that policeman Walter Temp- 
lin first punched her in the side when she failed to carry 
out his orders, whereupon she struck him with her pock- 
etbook. Enraged, the officer then began flailing her over 
the head. She was hospitalized at the base hospital. 


CIO Asks Ike To Ban Funds For Jim Crow Housing 


The Congress of Industrial Organizations urged Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to ban the use of Federal funds in all 
private and public housing projects that did not admit 
Negroes.

UN DELEGATE CHARLES 

Biggest hurdle facing 
Charles Henry Mahoney, 68- 
year-old Detroit insurance 
executive and first American 
Negro named a full United Na- 
tions delegate, is to emerge 
from virtual social retirement 
to invade the glittering inter- 
national UN scene—the most 
exclusive and powerful social 
set in the world. 

“My wife, Lula, and I have 
lived quietly for the past 
years,” Mahoney, a 203-pound, 
six-foot ex-Fisk University 
first baseman, says. “We’ve 
dodged social affairs and 
stayed out of guest lines. We’ve simply lived peacefully 
in our city apartment for six months and then spent 
the rest of the year at our country cottage. But this ap- 
pointment is one of the greatest honors ever given to 
a member of our race. And I have an obligation.” 

Mahoney, named one of five full members of the 
UN team, has already made plans to acquire new for- 
mal wear, is readying his wardrobe (conservative busi- 
ness suits, white shirts, plenty of ties) for his Septem- 
ber debut on the U. S. delegation’s front line. In the 
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W. Va. Lawyer To Get $9,800 Justice Dept. Post 
Leon Miller, 55-year-old Welch, W. Va., lawyer, will be 
named to a $9,800-a-year legal post with the Justice De- 
partment’s overseas section, JET learned. Republican 
leaders said the post is the highest ever offered to a 
Negro with the department. A life-long Republican, Miller 
a University of Pennsylvania law school graduate, was 
the first Negro assistant prosecuting attorney of Mc- 
Dowell County.

Dulles informing him of the appointment began a new 
career for the veteran Michigan Republican, who, in 
the past, had successfully changed careers in the mid- 
dle of the road. At one time, Mahoney was billed as 
the nation’s No. 1 Negro civil rights lawyer, teaming 
) up with Clarence Darrow to win the celebrated Dr. 
Ossian Sweet murder case. 

Quitting his lucrative law practice, the 1928 Univer- 
sity of Michigan law school graduate organized the 
Great Lakes Mutual Life Insurance Company, now a 

j thriving $5 million concern and Detroit’s largest home- 
ia town business, later began two affiliate real estate com- 
panies worth another $14 million. Known as a philan- 
thropist, he has helped scores of students through 
college but takes no credit. “I was helped myself,” 
explains the son of a windmill maker. 

A Republican for 40 years, Mahoney was appointed 
Michigan’s first Negro labor commissioner in 1936. Four 
years before, in 1932, he and Chicago’s Oscar DePriest 
' ba won GOP nominations for Congress from their respec- 
tive districts. Mahoney lost in Detroit but DePriest 

won. “Incidentally,” Mahoney chuckles, “that was the 
year the Republicans went out of business in Wash- 
ington, too.” 
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Veterans Administration Ends Hospital Jim Crow 
. Racial segregation in all Veterans Administration hos- 
pitals has been wiped out, VA administrator Harvey H. 
Higley announced in Washington. He described the move 
as “another forward step in the President’s program 
to eliminate segregation in all Federal activities.’”’ Wash- 
ington bureau NAACP director Clarence Mitchell hailed 
the action, said it was a tribute to Higley’s administra- 
tion of the VA. 


















NAACP Files 6 Suits Against Trumbull Park Rioters 

A series of civil damage suits against white rioters and 
policemen involved in disorders at Chicago’s Trumbull 
Park housing project was announced by NAACP branch 
leaders as a means of halting the year-long racial row. 
A staff of three lawyers, headed by William Henry Huff, 
was named to handle the first six suits, one of which 
includes a $5,000 damage suit filed by Mrs. Charles Falls 
who lives in the project. She charges Mrs. Sophie Fer- 
rera, a white woman, attacked her with an umbrella. 


N. C. White Mobsters Threaten Negro Workers 

Two carloads of white men in their teens who ordered 
four Negro road workers to get out of all-white Graham 
County “because Negroes aren’t allowed here” were ar- 
rested by police in Robbinsville, N. C.

The group, 
the International Society for the Scien- 
tific Study of Race Relations, was formed 
following a race relations conference of 
the world’s top sociologists at the Univer- 
sity of Hawaii. Temporary headquarters 
for the organization will be at Howard 
University.

GI Discharged As ‘Red’ Because Of Urban League 

Detroit Urban League officials strongly protested the 
Army’s listing of the organization as “a subversive or- 
ganization,” a charge which resulted in the discharge 
as “undesirable” of a 23-year-old son of a New York 
accountant. League officials said John Henry Harmon, III, 
a Bucknell University graduate, was discharged on June 
2 on several counts, one of which was an allegation that 
he was employed by the Detroit Urban League. 


Scratch White Name From Tex. Ballot, Elect Negro 

Emile Fontenot was elected as the first Negro member 
of the Liberty, Tex., County Democratic committee when 
Negro residents of Ames community scratched out the 
name of his white opponent, Charles Elliott—the only 
name on the ballot—and wrote in Fontenot’s name. Fon- 
tenot received 153 votes to 15 for Elliott.

Integration Held No Threat To Negro Teachers 

The theory that integrated schools will mean large- 
scale unemployment for Negro teachers ‘was termed 
“wrong thinking” at the 51st convention of the American 
Teachers Association at Tennessee State A. & I. Univer- 
sity at Nashville. Addressing the convention, Fisk Uni- 
versity social studies expert Mrs. Bonita Valien pointed 
out that nearly as many teachers still will be needed in 
integrated schools but warned that job competition for 
teachers will be keen, saying: “Little comfort can be 
given teachers who are not prepared.” Mrs. Lillian Rogers 
Johnson of Clarksdale, Miss., was elected president of the 
Negro teachers group, founded in 1904. 


Lincoln U. In Missouri To Admit White Students 

The board of curators at all-Negro Lincoln University at 
Jefferson City, Mo., announced that white students may 
now enroll at the state-supported school. 


Kansas City To End School Segregation By °55 

The Kansas City, Mo., board of education approved a 
plan to end segregation in all the city’s public schools by 
September, 1955. The city’s junior college will be inte- 
grated this fall and the elementary and secondary 
schools will follow next year. 


Negroes Fight Miss. ‘Voluntary Segregation’ Plan 

A delegation of 250 Mississippi Negro leaders drafted a 
statement upholding the NAACP school integration cam- 
paign and appointed a committee to meet with Gov. Hugh 
White to oppose “voluntary segregation” plans offered by 
the all-white Mississippi Education Association and Negro 
publisher Percy Greene. The education association com- 
mitted itself “unequivocably to a continuation of public 
schools with separate schools for the races,” but called for 
“justice on each side of the color line.” The plan for 
separate schools was endorsed by Greene, publisher of the 
Jackson Advocate. 
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Bullet Pierces One, Kills Another In New Orleans 

A bullet that entered one man’s stom- 
ach and passed through, fatally wounded 
George McDemmond, New Orleans po- 
tato chip king, who died in Charity Hos- 
pital in New Orleans. McDemmond was 
shot while trying to break up a fight in 
his Casbah Bar between two off-duty 
Negro policemen and a patron, Leroy 3 
Wilson, 27. Wilson began an argument 333 ye 
with policeman John Raphael and his McDemmond 
brother Ernest. When Ernest pulled his gun, a tussle 
ensued. Eugene Valgour, another patron, and McDem- 
mond tried to break up the fight. The gun went off, the 
bullet piercing Valgour’s body and striking McDemmond 
in the back. The policemen were suspended. Valgour is 
in a serious condition. 


Father Shoots Boy Suitor’s Friend 

Trying to frighten away his 13-year-old daughter’s boy 
friend, a Detroit father shot to death the boy’s 17-year-old 
pal as the two boys climbed over a fence. The father, 
Raymond Secrest, 39, who had overheard an earlier phone 
call between his daughter Ruth and James Barnes, 19, said 
he fired four shots when he saw Barnes and James Hall 
climbing over his rear fence after midnight. Hall was shot 
in the back and collapsed after running about a block. 
Secrest was held for investigation of murder. 


N. C. Man Gets 44 Years For Slaying Women Lovers 

A 29-year-old Wilmington, N. C., man, Charles Sykes, 
who shot to death his estranged wife and another woman 
because the two women were carrying on an unnatural 
relationship, was sentenced to a minimum of 44 years in 
prison. Sykes was sentenced after pleading guilty to 
second-degree murder in shooting to death his wife, 
Dorothy, and Miss Doris Murray after finding the women 
together at a neighbor’s house. He was given 22 years 
on each charge, the sentences to run consecutively.

2 Ga. Churches Oust Anti-Segregation Minister 

A white rural Georgia minister, who termed racial 
segregation a violation of Christian principles, was 
ousted by the two Baptist churches he served while he 
was on vacation. Rev. Henry A. Buchanan was fired 
from the Friendfhip, Ga., Baptist Church and the Brooks- 
ville, Ga., Baptist Church asked for his resignation. 


South Africa Lifts Ban On AME Bishop Jordan 

Bishop Frederick D. Jordan, who was assigned to the 
AME Church’s South African district two years ago but 
was refused permission to assume his duties by the 
South African government, was granted the right to 
enter the country, it was disclosed in Johannesburg. 
No reason was given for the change of policy by South 
Africa. Earlier, government officials said the bishop 
could enter the country on condition ‘hat he would 
train an African to become bishop, but this proposal 
was turned down. 


AMEZ Bishops Feud Over $10,000 ‘Surplus’ Fund 

A heated dispute over a $10,000 “sur- 
plus fund” erupted between bishops of 
the AME Zion Church during a connec- 
tional council meeting of the church’s 12 
bishops in Louisville, Ky. Bishop John 
William Martin of Chicago argued that 
some episcopal districts were being re- 
quired to pay more than their share into 
the fund. He was opposed by Senior 
Bishop William J. Walls, also of Chicago, Bishop Walls 
who urged the bishops not to “get little and parsimonious 
over a little surplus.” Said Bishop Martin: “If I am to 
have four biscuits for breakfast, there are no biscuits left 
until I have had four.” Bishop Walls was elected chair- 
man of the board of bishops. Bishop William A. Stewart 
of Washington, D.C., was appointed new bishop of the 
Sixth Episcopal District of the AMEZ Church.

Dr. West, who formerly 
served as an Army physician and in the U. S. Public 
Health Service in Liberia, will establish offices in Las Vegas. 
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Frontiers Award Howard U. $10,000 Study Grant 

The Frontiers of America, a business and professional 
men’s organization, awarded its $10,000 research fund for 
the study of the color-changing disease, vitiligo, to the 
Howard University college of medicine. The grant will 
finance a three-year study of vitiligo by the school. Ak- 
ron’s Dr. Melvin E. Farres was elected Frontiers president. 


Fetus Taken From Woman’s Abdomen After 2 Years 

In an operation termed by physicians “extremely rare 
and often fatal,” a Ft. Worth, Texas, physician cut into 
a woman’s abdomen and successfully removed an eight- 
inch, almost completely developed fetus which had 
slipped from the womb into the abdomen two years ago. 
Dr. R. A. Ransom Jr., 39, a Meharry-trained surgeon at 
Dorsey Hospital, performed the delicate operation. Med- 
ical records disclose no instance in which an ossified fetus 
has remained within the abdomen for as long as a two- 
year period.

In that Crescent City where interracial intimacies 
flourish without benefit of law, there also lives a white 
woman who loves two men—her white husband and 
father of her four children (one is a creamy-yellow) and 
her Negro paramour, Herman. Helen’s one wish is that 
she and Herman may spend their last years together, 
and she has spent so many hours on her knees praying 
for this favor that they have become calloused and black- 
ened. 

Hollywood watched with interest the love affair of a 
dashing doxy with a father and son. The three often 
appeared in public together, and the charmer derived 
sadistic pleasure from playing one against the other. The 
wife and mother of the lovers never realized what had 
happened, was stunned when her husband and son came 
to blows and the son ran off to marry the woman. 
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Dorothy Dandridge, the singer-actress, 
referring to the Southern accent she de- 
veloped for the movie Carmen Jones, in 
which she stars: “It’s a little bit below the 
Mason-diction line.”

© By far the finest book ever written by a native Afri- 
can, Peter Abrahams’ autobiography Tell Freedom (Knopf 
$4) is without question destined to become a literary 
classic in | years to come. Nothing written on Africa ap- 
proaches his blistering documentation of 
the sheer degradation which marks the 
white man’s rule over blacks in South 
Africa. Told in personal narrative, the 
book is an intensely-dramatic work with 
all the exciting impact of Richard 
Wright’s early work. 

@ Abrahams, author of several novels, 
A has like Wright in his Black Boy limited 
PeterAbrahams his book to his youth, his first 22 years. 
It is a shocking, tragic story of constant hunger and 
humiliation almost beyond belief. After the death of his 
Ethiopian father at an early age, the youngster went to 
live with an aunt in a rural location village where his 
daily chore was scurrying through the fields for cow 
manure used instead of firewood under his aunt’s laun- 
dry buckets. One of the most heart-rending episodes in 
literature is Abrahams’ account of how several white 
Boer lads beat him up because he was colored. Because 
he fought back, one white boy’s father forced Abrahams’ 
black uncle to lash the youth with a leather thong to 
teach him “you must never lift your hand to a white.” 
®@ Back in Johannesburg with his sick mother, Abrahams 
became interested in learning to write when a Jewish 
girl read him a part of Shakespeare’s Othello. Thirst for 
freedom was cultivated by reading U. S. Negro authors. 
Now living in England, Abrahams is now free to tell of 
South Africa’s unfreedom and has become the foremost 
literary spokesman for his people.—B.B.

For other girls, success has not come as suddenly. For 
many it is simply a matter of endless knocking on doors 
until the right door is reached. Such was the story of 
New York’s Joyce Jones, who visited 40 casting agents 
every day for three months after graduating from Man- 
hattan’s High School of Performing Arts. Finally, one 
day a television production assistant stopped her at sta- 
tion WOV-TV and told her she was just the girl for a 
Puerto Rican type they wanted. With that start she was 
soon being type cast in various foreign accent roles on 
such shows as Studio One and The Man Behind the 
Badge. Once for a commercial she earned $125 for burst- 
ing out of a prop pineapple in a bikini swim suit. She 
recalls: “It was hilarious, but I was on TV.” 

Perhaps the most 
spectacular TV debut 
was that of 17-year- 
old Grace Bumbry of 
St. Louis, who moved 
Arthur Godfrey to 
tears when she sang 
on his Talent Scouts 
program. She was 
brought to New York 
by a St. Louis disc 
jockey after she won 
a local contest. But 
unlike other girls, 
Grace was not im- 
pressed by TV publici- 
ty, chose to return to

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rather than sign for further TV shows. She will enter

Unlike these three who succeeded in crashing TV, there 
are thousands of hopefuls who knock in vain at studio 
doors. Typical is pretty 21-year-old New York telephone 
company clerk Dolores Grigsby, who is studying dramat- 
ics and dance at two schools in hopes of getting into TV. 
Despite her failure to get any TV work to date, she in- 
sists she will make the 
grade one day as a 
dancer or actress. 
“Everyone’s told me 
it’s a tough field but 
I’m going to give it a 
whirl anyway,’’ she 
says. 

Perhaps, the most 
unusual way to crash 
TV was that of tal- 
ented June Gaskins of 
Washington, D. C. En- 
couraged to compete 
in talent shows after 
winning an Elks ora- 
torical contest, she 
soon attracted atten- 
tion of a_ television 
scout who helped her 
break into TV as a 
dancer. She now has_ Joyce Jones visited 40 New York TV 
her own TV program, agents 90 days, finally got a break.

Even though there are still other ways to crash TV, no 
one yet has come up with a sure fire formula for crashing 
it.
